a cylindrical part of a small diameter whose tip in closed, a cylindrical part 
of a large diameter whose tip is opened, and a collar part between both the 
cylindrical parts by press working, and fitting a ring into the large diameter 
cylindrical part. 

CONSTITUTION: A cylindrical part 2 of a small diameter whose tip is 
closed, 

a cylindrical part 3 of a large diameter whose tip is opened, and a collar part 
4 of its intermediate cylindrical part are formed as one body by press 
working. 

A thermistor 7 is enclosed in the inside of the cyhndrical part 2 together 
with an epoxy resin, etc. Subsequently, a ring 6 is fitted into the large 
diameter cyhndrical part 3 and allowed to about on the collar part 4. Length 
in the axial direction o the ring 6 is selected in accordance with a place 
where the thermistor is attached, and it is fixed to a fitting hole 8 together 
with an 0-ring 1 1 by a holding plate 9. Next, a lead wire 17 of the thermistor 
7 is led out of an opening part 1 3 of the large diameter cylindrical part 3 . 
In such a way, the manufacturing cost is reduced, and the thermistor is loaded 
various fitting places whose dimensions are different by only adjusting the 
length of the ring. 
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
